The wo- 
men lamented and the men looked very 
grave at his prospects, tor he could give but 
his gun, while the In- 
dian’s quiver was full of arrows, every 
one of which he could send in surely in 
the time it would take Franciseo to reload 
his piece. And then there was the lance, 
and Francisco had none, 

“pantarito rode back, keeping to the left 
until he had reached a point equally distant 
from his band and the caravan, Francisco 
took up a similar position on the right, and 
the two faced each other a hundred paces 
apart. The Indian laid his lanmee im the 
loops of his saddle and took his bow and 
half « dozen arrows in his hand. Then 
with a shout to his pony he dashed upon 
Francisco, waiting to receive him with fusil 
raised. Half way to him the Comanche 
swung down sidewise from his saddle, so 
that his pony’s body should completely pro- 
tect him from a shot, and swerved the an- 
imal to pass Francisco fin a circle. At the 
same time from under its neck he sent 
arrow after arrow at him as fast as one 
could count. 

“The second arrow sent struck Franc's- 
co’s saddle, and the next passed through 
his sleeve, grazing his shoulder. At the 
same moment he fired, aiming to hit the 
Comanche’s head beneath the pony’s neck. 
The bullet missed Santarito, but it was a

lucky shot for all that, for it struck his 
bow, breaking it. Instantly the ‘Indian 


swung up in his saddle, grasped his lance 
and charged straight at his enemy. 

‘Francisco set spurs to his horse to meet 
the charge, at the same time lifting from 
his saddle horn the coils of his lasso. With 
the gun beld in his left hand, he parried the 
Indian’s pony as it went by like a flash, 
and flung his lasso after Santarito. His 
aim was true. The noose fell over the Co- 
manche’s head and shoulders, and before 
he could throw it off, Francisco had caught 
a turn of the braided rope about his saddle 
horn, wheeled his horse, and set the spurs 
hard into his flanks. With a bound the 
fiery animal was off and away, jerking the 
Indian from his saddle, over his ponvy’s 
back, and dragging him helpless over the 
prairie. As he fell to the ground the lasso 
slipped about his neck, and held. 

“At sight of this, the indians gave their 
war cry and started for Francisee. He dd 
not pull rein until! they were half way to 
him. Then he checked his horse, leaped to 
the ground, threw the lasso from the In- 
dian’s neck—the neck was broken—plunged 
his knife twice into the Comanche’s*heart 
to make his work sure, took the gold star 
from the chief's breast. and then springing 
into the saddle dashed hack to the caravan 
with a score of arrows whistling after him. 
The Indians pulled up the'r ponies before 
getting very near the Mexican party, and 
turned back to where their dead chief lay. 
They made no further hostile move, but 
seemed stunned and downéast at the result 
of the duel. They did not wait long, but 
rode away t® the eastward in the direction 
where theiv rancherias lay, carrying with 
them San arito’s body bound across the 
back of hs war horse.”

New York Can’t Sell Gold Bonds. 

The Constitution remarked the other 
day that before the cournfry ts well rid 
of the gold gtandard and its effects the 
most ignorant person in the land will 
know What is hurting him and why it 
hurts. 

Following hard upon the heels of this 
remark comes the declaration of The 
New York Sun that the city of New 
York ¢annot dispose of its per cent 
gold bends. “They won't sell,” says 
The San. 

But why? What is the _ trouble? 
When Comptrollet Fitch opened the four 
bids that bad been received he found 
that they contained ptopesals for only 
$175,000, though the amount of bonds 
offered was $4.00,614.99. 

This result shocked the comypireller. 
“Not in ten yéars has such a thing hap- 
pened to the bonds of New York city,” 
says ‘The Sun.

Alice Stone Blackwell gives the following 
brief review of the woman suffrage move- 
ment: “Sixty years ago women could not 
vote anywhere. In 1845 Kentucky gave 
School suffrage to widows. In 1861 Kansas 
gave it to all Women. In 1869 Bogtand gave 
municipal suffrage to single woten and 
widows, and Wroming gave full suffrage 
to all women. School suffrave was grant- 
ed in 1875 by Michigan and Minnesota, in 
1876 by Colorado, in 1878 by New Hamp- 
shire and Oregon, in 1879 by Massachusetts, 
in i880 by New York and Vermont. In 1881 
municipal suffrage was extended to the 
single women and widows of Scotland. 
Nebraska gave woren school suffrage in 
IS88, and Wisconsin in 1&8. In 1886 school 
suffraze was granted in Washington, and 
municipal suffrage to single women and 
widows in Ofttarto and New Brunswick. 
In 1SS7 municipal suffrage was extended in 
Kansas to ali women, and school suffrage 
in North and South Dakota, Montana, 
Arizona and New Jersey. In the game 
year Montana gave tax-paying women the 
right to vote upon all questions submitted 
to the taxpayers. In 18%! school suffrage 
was granted in IHinoia. Ih 182 municipal 
suffrage was extended to single women and 
widows in the province of Quetec. In 18 
school sufffage was granted in Connecti- 
cut, and full suffrage in Colorado and New 
Zealand. In 18f schoo! suffrage was grant- 
ed in Ohio, a lHthited muhficipal saffrage 
in IoWa, and parieh and district suffrage 
in England to women, both tmharfrted and 
single. Ih 189 suffrage has been extended 
io the women of Utah.’’

— the Millionaire, Sustains a Se- 
vere Misfortune.

The proposed experiment of endeavoring 
io restore the evesight through the medium 
of electricity has been abandoned before 
it has been beaun. The man who was 
to take the test was Charlies Broadway 
Rovss, the millionaire merekant, who fs 
dcomed to be blind in a very little time. 
At present he cannot discern objects at a 
distance of a foot, and reading is an im- 
possibility. He had heard of Nickola 
Teslafand his wonderful accomplishments 
in electricity, and thought possibly that 
genius might be able to restore his sight 
by the use of electricity in reaching the 
nerve center of the eye. He consulted an 
eve specialist in the person of Dr. William 
I". Mittendorft, of No. 140 Madison avenue, 
and after the talk with him called on 
Nickola Tesla yesterday. Mr. ‘Tesla at 
cnee sald that he could 4o nothing for Mr. 
Reuss as far as his eyesight Was con- 
cerned, but would give him a shock of 
electricity which might he of some benefit. 
Mr. Rouwss said if he could not get good 
eves he was wiiling to take anything, 80 
Mr. Tesla sent 100,000 volta through Mr. 
touse’s body without the latter feeling it. 
HHe doubted that he had taken so much 
electric current until it was proved to 
him, 

‘Today, 
vesterday’s test, 


when Mr. Tesla was seen about 
he was very much put out 
that the story had leaked out. He said 
the test the gave Mr. Rouss was only an 
ordinary one, and was not given for the 
purpose of restoring sight, at least so far 
as he was concerned. Mr. Rouss expressed 
a desire to meet him, and, asthe liked to 
study characters, he invited him to call 
at his workshop.

No; I do not be- 
lieve it possible. I called on that wonder- 
ful man Tesla, on the advice of friends, 
who said he had worked wenders and 
might be able to do me some good, but I 
am convinced otherwise, especially after 
my experience. Mr. Tesla made me take 
100,0% volts, but, my young friend, [I took 
them only with the understanding that he 
would share the current with me by taking 
my hand. I did that because I did not 
desire to die alone in case an accident 
should happen. I am afraid that there is 
little hope of ever recoyering my eyesight, 
in fact 1 have resigned myself to my fate. 
But Tesla is a - hg man, and I am happy 


to have met him 

Dr. William F. ‘ Mittendorf, of No. 140 
Madison avenue, when seen by a Com- 
mercial Advertiser reporter today, said: 

“Mr. Rouss asked my advice about eall- 
ing on Mr. Tesla, and, knowing the dis- 
position of a drowning man to grasp a 
straw, I of course told him to see the 
electrician. I knew that there was no 
hope for the afflicted man, but if he 
thought there was, the best I could do 
was to humor him. While I have every 
faith in Mr. Tesla, and electricity in gen- 
eral, I am confident that scientists will 
never be able to restore eyesight through 
that medium, for the reason that in order 
to reach the nerve center of the eye they 
must enter through the base of the head, 
and that is an impossibility. There is no 
hope for Mr. Rouss. He is doomed to be 
blind the remainder of his days.’’

Along the lower part of Loulsiang, scat- 
tered here and thére among the cypress 
swanips, bayous, and marshes, are a num- 
ber of so-called islands. They are hills of 
from 75 to 46 feet in height, and they form 
one of the most interesting geological pe- 
culiarities of the state. Some ten or fifteen 
years ago Mr. Jefferson purchased one of 
these hills, with several thousand acres of 
the lowlands around it, paying 960,666 fer It. 
The place was then known as Orange Ifs- 
land, bit it has long since been rechristen- 
ed Jefferscn’s# island by the people of that 
part of the country. It is an tsland simply 
by virtue of a small creek or bayou wh ch 
runs around part of the hill and by @ pret- 
ty little lake which curves around the oth- 
er side. 

When Mr. Jefferson bought 
there were enough orange trees on the 
land to make it deseryge the name it then 
bore, but the periodical Louisiana. frosts 
killed these off long ago, and now there is 
no revenue from the broad acres. except 
the game which Mr. Jefferson, his ste, 
and his guests bring down with their guus. 
Charlies Jefferson, the oldest son of the 
actor, attempted to make the 566,000 place 
yield something besides a certain degree of 
pleasure to its owner, but fle soon restgned 
the land to the swamp grass, the Cherokee 
hedges, and the cucks. This probahbiry suit- 
ed Mr. Grover Cleveland quite as well wheu 
he went down there a couple cf years ago. 

The place is about 106 miles seuthwest of 
New Orleans and {fs partially reached by a 
branch of the Southern Paeitlic, which taps 
it ie partially 
reached in this way. Visitors at Jeflersen s 
are set down at a little station in the mi'- 
dle of the prairie. It is called Bob Acres, 
out of compliment to the owner of thre 
neighboring land, and it is out of sight! 
That is to say, there isn’i another house to 
be seen, and the only methed of getting 
away is to have a stout team etil you 
through the marshes and mudhoies. 

They have just such teams up at Jeffer- 
son's, So that visi#ors are sure ef réaching 
the beautiful hill. covered with mammoth 
live oaks, and crowned by a. broad, rove- 
garlanded cottage, which was built by the 
present owner. Broad verandas streien 
around it and at one corner are the ser- 
vants’ quarters, where Johnson, the cook 
and general guardian during Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s absence, lives with his wife and three 
of the cutest of little pickaninnies. 

Formerly the arriving visitor would have 
heard no sound except that of the welcom- 
ing voices of friends, the soft tones ot 
Johnson and the wind through the great 
trees. Of late, however, there has been a 
continual accompaniment of hammering 
and rattling and driving. Day and nigit 
the diamond drill is being sent further and 
further down into a hele which is already 
about 2,900 feet deep, and which, since a 
depth of 170 feet, has sent up a core of 
pure salt. 

About ten miles from Jefferson's island is 
another and larger hill, called Petit Anse or 
Avery's island. During the war the soldiers

’ discovered that there was a deposit of salt 


here, and since that time the mines have 
been worked almost constantly. There is 
literally a hill of absolutely pure rock sali, 
which has only to be dug out, crushed to 
the requisite degreg, and sent out packed, 
ready to be used. 

The salt mine, as the island is known, 
even on the map, is a curiosity whieh peo- 
pie go miles to see. The part of the mine 
which fs being worked at present is about 
100 feet bélow the surface. When one steps 
off the elevator which has carried on< 
down the shaft, one finds oneself in an im- 
mense vaulted chamber, of which the floor, 
the walls, the ceiling are of pure sait crys- 
tals. The air is singularly pure and agrec- 
able. The farge gasoline lamps, with haif 
a dozen burners, light up the vaulted ceil- 
ing, which sparkles as if the lamp. were 
Aladdin’s and had changed the salt to dia- 
monds. 

The deposit is absolutely without any 
other veins or strata. The drill at Jeffer- 
son’s has not found a single break in the 
pure salt. Mr. Jefferson has always had 
an idea that there was some deposit ef a 
mineral nature underlying his hill, and now 
he is carrying his curiosiiy further still, 
and is trying to find out what is underneath 
the salt. 

Captain Lucas, the superintendent of the 
salt mine and also of the work at Jeffer- 
son's, hints darkly of certain hopes he en- 
tertains of finding something better than 
common salt. If he keeps on at this rate 
his hopes will be realizal, Tor he scems in 
a fair way to bore through salt all the way 
to China.

Mike Nealon Dies in the New Orleans

New Orleans, April 5}.—Mike Nealon, who 
brutally murdered Mrs. Mary Purcell in a 
hovel in the French quarter, in October 
last, and who was confined in the parish 
prison awaiting trial, was found dead tia 
his cell this morning. TWast night at 9 
o'clock he retired to bed apparentiy in 
perfect health. Two other men, who are 
confined with him in the cell, did not know 
he was dead until the door was openéd this 
morning and Nealon was found stiff and 
stark. He had not been in good health 
for some time, but his general appearance 
did not indicate anything serious. His fel- 
low prisoners say he never used drugs 
and it is thought he died from natural 
causes and thus cheated the gallows.

The 
woman was found dead seated at a table 
upon whcih were the remnants of a revel.

The County Attorney Has an Opinion on 
the Cooper Shortage. 


INKS PAYNE IS _ LIABLE

The Question Will Be Decided Before 
the Commissioners at Their Meet- 
ing Tomorrow. 


_— 


The main topic of discussion about the 
hotels and the city generally yesterday 
was the recently discovered shortage of 
Mr. John Tyler Cooper and the alleged 
liability of County Treasurer Payne, for 
¥he reason of neglect on his part to see 
that the money due by the clerk to the 


county was not paid. 

It is not definitely known what is the 
Opinion of the attorney for the county com- 
missioners, Mr. I.. Z. Rosser, but it is 
understood that he has expressed himself 
as of the opinton that in many réSpects 
the treasurer is equally responsible with 
the clerk for his want of knowledge re- 
gZarding the loose manner in which the 
business of issuing county licenses and 
collecting the same had been carried on 
in that branch of his office. 

It is held by Mr. Rosser that the 
liability of the treasurer is not alone con- 
fined to the custody of all moneys _re- 
ceived by the various collectors for that 
purpose, bit that he should, at all times, 
see that the collections are regularly made 
and the moneys turned into the proper 
department to the credit of the county. 

He does not think with Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell and Comptroller Wright that 
Mr. Payne is in no way responsible for 
the deficit tn the accounts of Mr. Cooper, 
but that he should have been perfectly ac- 
Quainted with the- state of affairs and 
have reported the same to the county com- 
Missioners. 

Ali licenses due the county that are re- 
corded on the minutes of the county 
books are certainly known to the treasurer, 
thinks, and that it is the treasurer’s 
duty to see that the collections for these 
licenses should be made or know the rea- 
son why they should not be collected and 
turned into the account of the county. 

Mr. Rosser thinks that the treasurer is 
responsible for all collections made in his 
Oflice other than those of the tax col- 
lector as stated in the code providing for 
the duties of the treasurer, which distinct- 
ly set forth the liability of the treasurer. 
it is also in the code, it is said, 
that where not specifically stated the 
treasurer is responsible for all collections 
made-by his department and must ac- 
count to the county commissioners. 

There seems to be some uncertainty as 
to the liability of Judge Payne in all of 
the incidents of the case amd Attorney 
Rosser is not satisfied himself in regard 
to that liability it is said, and is now 
busily engaged looking up the authorities 
bearing upon the duties and liabilities of 
the county treasurer. | 

It is said by thosé who presume to 
know the opinion of the attorney that the 


liability of the treasurer could be shown 
tor the _ § deticit found where  lhcenses 
were paid in and not accounted for 


in his office, but as to the liability for the 
Various wholesale liquor licenses and hack 
theatrical licenses that should have been 
paid and have never been forced to pay- 
he cannot at present say whether Judge 
Payne canbe heid responsible or not. 

The laws governing the affairs and du- 
ties of the county commissioners and their 
various subordinates are very old and in 
most cases have had few amendments 
Since their inception and for that reason 
the affairs have been regulated on rather 
a loose plan, it is said. 

Attorney Rosser was seen at his resi- 
rence in West End last evening and be- 
ing asked for an opinion regarding the 
liability of the county treasurer, said that 
all that he was in a position to make pub- 
lic at present was the matter published 
yesterday relative to the duties of the 
county treasurer, and he certainly thought 
they set forth in plain terms the duties 
and liabilities. 

He was not yet prepared to advance 
officially any opinion regarding the liabil- 
ities of the county treasurer for the rea- 
son that it was necessary to make a thor- 
ough research of the laws bearing upon the 
Subject to be discussed. 

He declined to state any further facts 
regarding the case and said that he would 
be prepared to set forth his views fully 
when the county commissioners hold thetr 
meeting tomorrow morning, when counsel 
for Judge Payne will be heard as to 
whether that gentleman is liable for any 
part of the deficit found or for any or all 
of the amount of licenses due fhe county 
which do not appear to have been collected 
by the clerk during his term of office.

| HURLED TO HER FATE BELOW 


Ida Morris Thought She Was Getting 
Off a Standstill Train and Was 
Instantly Killed. 


A negro woman, identified as Ida Mor- 
ris, of Smyrna, was almost instantly kill- 
ed about 30@ yards beyond the Western and 


‘Atlantic railroad depot at that place last 


night. She met death in a most unusual 
rarner. 

The woman either fell or jumped off of 
a rapidly moving passenger train. Iler 
head struck the crossties and rails of a 
sidetrack, and when the woman Was reach- 
ed she was almost dead. Her face and 
head were terribly mashed, and death 
relieve her sufferings in ten minutes. 

The unfertunate victim was on board the 
southbound train from Chaitanooga, due 
in Atlanta at 7:30 o’clock last night. She 
boarded the train at some point up the 
road and intended to get off at Smyrna. 
When the train whistle blew for that 
place, the negro porter on the train, Bog- 
gan, started through the cars as usual to 
shout the name of the place, 

Ida Morris occupied a seat in the negro 
coach, and when the porter enjered it and 
called out ‘‘Smyrna,’’ she evidently thought 
that the train was about to stop. Wiihout 
waiting for the train to come to a full 
stop, the woman arose and walked out on 
the pl:itform and then stepped oft into 
space while the train was still running 
quite répidly. It seems that she was 
oblivious to her danger, and was under 
the impression that the train Was at a 
stands‘ill, unless she had been asleep and 
had not fully awakened when she started 
from the car. 

The step-off was quickly-fatal. The fast 
movement of the train threw the woman 
against the sidetrack with terrific force, 
and she lay helpless on the ties when the 
train hands rushed back to assist her. 
Some of the passengers saw the woman 
step out on the platform and off the lower 
step, but they did not realize her inten- 
tion until it was too late. She appeared 
to be in the possession of her senses as 
she left the car, but must have been part- 
ly asleep, “there being nothing in her 
manner to indicate that she had any pur- 
pose of leaping off into space of her own 
accord. 

Those who saw the woman fall from the 
train quickly ran through the cars hunting 
for Conductor Mayes, and when he was 
found the train had stopped at the depot.

TRAIN ROBBING. 
Frank Jamec Has Ideas How Hold-Ups 
Can Be Prevented. 
From The Si. Louis Star. 

The originators of train robbery in the 
state of Missouri was the James gang, of 
which but one member is at liberty, and 
that is Frank James, who is at present 
chief doorkeeper at ‘the Standard theater. 

To see him one would not imagine fhat it 
was in his brain that the train robbery in- 
dustry originated, although he now-modest- 
lv denies it, as he is adverse to any noto- 
riety. 


When the James and Younger gang, of 
said. Frank James was the 


which, ‘it is 
leader, and one who laid all of the plans, 
did any work, from five to ten men would 
usually take part and at times they not only 
robbed the express company’s safe, but also 
held up the passengers. 

In those days the express companies did 
not have what are known as through safes, 
the combinaiton of which the messenger 
did not know. In the old days each ear 
had but one safe, and the messenger knew 
the combination, and if he refused to open 
it at the command of the robbers his life 
would be taken. A number of messengers 
have lost their lives in failing to comply 
with the request of the robbers. 

Train robbery of late, however, has been 
develgped to a very fine point and instead 
of it taking from five to twelve men, all 
well armed, to hold up a train, it requires 


but from one to three men, each armed 
with only a pistol to do the work, as 
case of Samuel Wilson, the “lone 


in the 
train robber,’’ who, about three years ago, 


armed with only two small pistols, of 22 
caliber, halted a west bound Missouri Pa- 
cific train near Valley Park, Mo., and 


got away with two bags of silver contain- 
ingeti,200 each, one’ of which he threw 
away, it being too heavy for him to carry. 

The robbery of the Frisco train by ihe 
three men at the foot of Sleeper’s Hil 
Wednesday morning shows that each time 
a train robbery occurs some new methods 
of doing the work are added by the rob- 
bers. 

One of the latest methods is that ot 
keeping the engineer and fireman in the 
cab instead of walking them, as in olden 
times, to the side of the express car. An- 
ether new feature is that of taking ihe 
messenger to the cab. 

Frank James, when seen by a St. Louis 
Star reporter Thurscay, was asked his opin- 
ion of the Sleeper Hill robbery. He said he 
did not like to discuss it, as he did not 
consider himself an expert on train rob- 
bory for the reason that he had never en- 
gaged in one. This, of course, he said with 
a smile. He finaliv, however, consenied to 
say something. and this is what it was: 
“In the first place when a man engages 
in the train robbing business he is badly 
in need of money, and will take desperaie 
chances to secure it. You will realize that 
when one is committing a train robbery he 
expects to take desperate chances. 

“Now, all this talk about some men hav- 
ing no sense of fear, and especially when 
they are making a raid on a train, is all 
nonsense. I don’t think there is a man 
living who has not experienced fear at 
some time or another. Now, I, myself, 
have been in some tight pinches and there 
was times when I realized fear, but, of 
course, there was nothing left for me to do 
when in that condition but fight my way 
out. 

“IT am opposed to train rebbery and the 
only way that fit will ever be stopped is to 
have armed guards on each train. Two or 
three would be sufficient, but they should 
be well armed and be encased in a steel 
cage of some kind. The car should have 
port holes through which the guards couid 
command a view of the outside. 

“One point in particular they should keep 
in view and that is the space between the 
engine and the express car. This point 
should be watched for a number of reasons. 
First, because robbers could uncouple the 
express car from the resi of the train and 
with the engine pull it several miles down 
the track and with dynamite blew every- 
thing up. The second and main reason is 
that the robbers would be aware of the 
guard’s presence in the car and if they 
could get to the couplings of the car, all 
they would have to do would be to pull the 


‘engine away from ibe train for a short 


against the train such a force that 
the express car would be demolished and 
the guards killed. . 

“Now, you have my idea as te how to 
check train robberies and until they are 
Carried out the rebbers will continue to 
think that train robbery at the present time 
is a science, and the Sleeper Hill job was 
done by men who knew their business, but 
as I am not in that business or never have 
been, I don’t care to discuss it any further. 
This, however, I will say. The times when 
I was accredited with having been fn cer- 
tain train robberies I was miles away from 
the scene hauling logs.”’

Robberies in Flagler’s Big St. Augus- 
tine Hotel. 

Si. Augustine, Fla., April 5.—(Special.)— 
The season just closing has not been very 
remunerative to the hotels of Florida, but 
it has yielded rich rewards-to diamond 
crooks. For a month past a gang has 
been operating in the state and it ts said 
that jewels aggregating over $25,000 in 
value have been stolen. The crooks se- 
lected: for the scene of their overations 
the palatial Flagler | hotels, where the 
swellest of the winter visitors stop. They 
have touched everv hotel of the Flagler 
system, from the Ponce de Leon, at St. 
Augustime, -to the Royal Poinciana, at 
Palm Beach, and so cleverly has the work 
been done that neither trace of the thieves 
nor the jewels has been made. The facts 
in regard to the robberies are exceedingly 
difficult to get at, as the hotel man- 
agers and detectives are extremely reti- 
cent, being desirous to prevent publicity 
in order to protect the reputation of their 
houses. 

The latest robbery reported occurred at 
the Ponce de Leon and Mrs. H. M. Cut- 
ting, of New York, was the victim. The 
crooks entered ‘this lady’s suite while she 
was at dinner and are said to nave made 
off with jewelry valued at $13,10%. A. con- 
siderable sum in money is also said to 
have been secured. Detective McMahon, 
of the Pcnece de Leon, admits that Mrs. 
Cutting was robbed, but denies that the 
hooty secured by the crooks was near as 
vainable as reported. The general opinion, 
however, is that Mrs. Cutting’s loss 
reaches or exceeds the amount stated and 
that the hotel officials are minimizing it 
for busiress reasons. 

The second bie haul made by the crooks 
Was at the Alcazar, another of the Flagier 
hotels in St. Augustine. The victims in 
this case were Mr. William Freeborn and 
his daughter, Miss Freeborn, who reside 
at Tivwoli-on-the-Hudson. A few days 
azo while. they were at dinner their 
rooms were entered, trunks unlocked and 
Miss Freeborn’s jewel case rified of gems 
valued at $6,000. The crooks used pass 
and skeleton keys, for when Mr. and Miss 
Freeborn returned to their rooms there 
were no indications that anvthing had 
been disturbed. _ 

The loss was discovered when Miss Free- 
born got her jewel case to select gems [to 
wear at a ball. For the recovery of the 
jewels a reward of $1,000 is now offered in 
a Jacksonville paper, though Mr. Free- 
born’s name does not appear in the ad- 
vertisement. 

Still a third large robbery occurred at 
the Royal Poinciana, the Flagler hotel 
on Lake Worth. In this case the crooks 
secured jewels valued at -%,000 and Mr. 
and Mrs. lL. F. Camp were the victims. 
Mr. Camp’s residence ts said to be 311 
West Fourth street and his business office 
at 16 Broad street. As in the Freeborn 
rcbbery, the crooks used pass and skele- 
ton keys to accomplish their purpose 
while Mr. and Mrs. Camp were at dinner. 
The Camp jewels were heirlooms and to 
them their owners attached a value far 
beyond their intrinsic worth. For the re- 
covery of the gems Mr. Camp, through a 
third party, has offered a reward of $1,200. 

Numerous minor robberies. involving 
gems valued at from $100 to $1,000 have oc- 
curred, 

In no case have the detectives secured a 
clew that would warrant an arrest. 
though several well-Known crooks have 
been and are being shadowed: Among the 
crooks who were on the east coast during 
the closing days of the season are Schnipp, 
Gifford, Barnes, Frank Belmont, Dug 
Jackson and Dr. Trumbley. These men 
were driven out of Jacksonville by De- 
tectives Jack Burgess and W. J. Feather- 
stone, of New York, who have been em- 
ployed by Jacksonville authorities during 
the winter season. Burgess and Feather- 
stone says the men named are experts in 
second story and hotel work and that the 
robberies were undoubtedly committed by 
them.

HE SEVERELY STABBED HER 


Slashed the Woman’s Neck Nearly in 
Two and Then Carried Her Out 
Dripping in Her Blood. 


Lying at the Grady hospital, her head 
nearly servered from her body, Lucy Cole, 
an inmate of Lynch’s alley, opposite the 
police station, spent last night between 
life and death. She is not expected to sur- 
vive. 

In a cell at the police station Tom Pitts 
rolled, tumbled and cried all night, held on 
@ charge of assault with intent to murder. 
He jabbed his knife in the head and neck 
of the Cole woman half a dozen times in a 
jealous rage. 

Pitts seems to have been desperately in 
love with the woman. She did not look upon 
his attentions with favor and spurned him. 
Yesterday he threatened her and she had 
him arrested. He was takea to the prison 
by the police but ordered released by Chief 
Connolly. 

Last night he went to the woman’s room, 
and walking up behind her hegan stabbing 
her in the back of the head. The woman 
screamed for help, but Pitts continued to 
plunge his knife irto her without mercy. 
He made lunge after lunge until the victim 
fell limp in her own blood, which flowed in 
gushing streams. Pitts then stooped and 
picked the woman up from the ffeer, car- 
rying her out of the house. 

Pitts made no effort to get away and 
when the police and others heard the 
screams and ran to the woman they found 
the would-be murderer bending over his 
victim exclaiming that he expected to be 
hanged for his work. He had fully deter- 
mined on the assault, it seems, and carried 
out his purpose after having been once ar- 
rested during the day for striking and 
threatening the woman. 

When locked up Pitts pretended to have 
taken 16 cents worth of morphine, but the 
effects of such an action were not visible 
on him, He broke down and cried and de- 
climed to talk about his bloody work. His 
clothing was almost as bloody as that of 
the woman. He broke his knife blade off 
in plunging it against the woman’s skull. 

Officers Whitley and Ponder took charge 
of Pitts and the woman &nd sent both to 
the police station. The woman was sent to 
the hospital in he ambulance, where she 
was said to be in a desperate condition. 
The affray caused a sensation among the 
negroes in the vicinity of the place and 
much indignation was expressed against 
Fitts. It is possible that he will be held 
for murder.

Council Will Pully Consider the Matter 
at a Meeting Today. 


‘MR. INMAN AND MR. DAY DIFFER 


Each Councilman Will Submt a Report 
on the Question—Detective De- 
partment Matter Again. 


The question of a new city hall will be 
considered at a meeting of the city coun- 
cil this afternoon: Some steps may be 
taken which will lead to the city estab- 
lishing itself in a new home. 

The question will be one of the most 
interesting of the meeting. Two reports 
on the matter will be presented and the 
council will be given the privilege of chos- 
ing between them.

The 
Venable offer will be recommended by a 
committee headed by Councilman Inman, 
and the chamber of commerce proposition 
will be indorsed by Councilman Day's 
committee. 

Venable Bros. propose to erect a handsome 
building on the old capitol site, at the 
corner of Marietta and Forsyth street. 
They agree to lease the city such rooms 
and space in the building as may be de- 
sired at a rate of rental which is consid- 
ered reasonable by the committee. 

The chamber of commerce people desire 
to induce the city to continue the use of 
the present city hall. The chamber pro- 
poses to erect three fireproof vaults and 
make 
building. Additionlal space will be. al- 
loted the city if a renewal of the Contract 
is secured. Mr. Day proposes to accept 
the offer or the chamber of commerce,

‘A Lesson Taught by the Parable—The 
Prodigal Sons of Today Would 
Profit by Learning.

Washineton, April 5.—A most radical 
gro l sermon is the one of today by Dr. 
Talmage. It runs up and down the whole 
gamut of glorious invitation. His text 
was Duke xv, 18: “I will arise and go to 
gy father.” 

There is nothing like hunger to take. the 
energy out of a man. A hungry man can 
toil neither with pen nor hand nor foot. 
There bas been many an army defeated, 
not so much for lack of ammunition as 
for lack of bread. It was that fact that 
took the fire out of this young man of the 
text. Storm and exposure will wear out 
any man’s life in time, but hunger makes 
quick work. The most awful cry ever 
heard on earth is the cry for bread. A 
traveler tells us that in Asia Minor there 
are trees which bear fruit looking very 
much like the long bean of our time. It 
{s called the carob. Once in a while the 
people, reduced to destitution, would eat 
these carobs, but generally the carobs, the 
beans spoken of here in the text, were 
fhrown only to the swine, and they 
erunched them with great avidity. But 
this voung man of my text could not even 
get them without stealing them. So one 
day, amid the swine troughs, he begins to 
soliloquize. He Says: ‘These are no 
Clothes for a rich man’s son to wear; this 
fs no kind of business for a Jew to be 
feeding swine; Vll go home; 
Ii go home; I will arise and go to mv 
father.’ IT know there are a great many 
people who try to throw a fascination, a 
romance, a halo about sin; but notwith- 
Standing all that Lord Byron and George 
Sand have said in regard to it, it is a 
mean, low, @gontemptible Dusiness, and 
putting food and fodder into the troughs 
of a herd of iniquities that root and wal- 
low in the soul of man is a very poor 
business for men and women intended to 
be sons and daughters of the Lord Al- 
mighty. and when this young man re- 
solved to zo home it was a very wise thing 
for him to do, and the only question is, 
Satan prom- 
ises large wages if we will serve him: but 
he clothes his victims with rags, and he 
pinches them with hunger, and when they

him. Liar, down with thee tothe pit!

You can't 
get your ammunitJon wagons over the 
Alps.’”’ Then Napoleon rose in his stir- 
rups, and, waving his hand toward the 
mountains. he said: ‘“‘There shall be no 
Alps!’ That wonderful pass was laid out 
which has been the wonderment of all 
the years since—the wonderment of all en- 
gineers.. And you tell me there are such 
mountains of sin between your soul and 
God. there is no mercy. Then I see Christ 
waving his hand toward the mountains. 
I hear Him say, “I will come over the 
mountains of thy sin and the hills of thine 
iniquity."" There shali be no Pyrenees; 
there shall be no Alps. 

Again: TU notice that this resolution of 
the young man of my text was founded 
in sorrow: at his misbehavior. It was not 
It was grief that he 
had so maltreated his father. It is a sad 
thing after a father has done everything 
for a child to have that child ungrateful. 
How sharper than a serpent’s tooth it is, 
To have a thankless child. 

That is Shakespeare. “A foolish son is 
the heaviness or his mother.’’ That is 
the Bible. Well, my friends, have not 
some of us been cruel prodigals? Have we 
not maltreated our Father? And-such a 
Father! Three times a day has He fed 
thee. He has poured suniight into thy 
day and at night kindled up ali the street- 
lamps of heaven. With what varieties of 
apparel He heth clothed thee for the sea- 
sons. Whose eye watches tltee? Whose 
hand defends thee? Whose heart sympa- 
thizes with thee? Who gave you yaur 
children? Who is guarding your loved 
ones departed? Such a Father! So lov- 
ing, so kind. If He had been a stranger; 
if He had forsaken us; if He had flagellated 
us; if He had pounded us and turned us 
out of doors,on the commons, it would not 
have been sO wonderful—our treatment of 
Him; but He is a Father, so loving, so 
kind, and vet how many of us for our 
Wanderings have never apologized? If we 
Say unything that hurts our friend's feel- 
ings, if we do anything that hurts the 
feelings of those in whom we are interest- 
ed, how quickly we. apologize! We can 
scarcely wait until we get pen and paper 
to write a letter of apology. How easy it is 
for any one who is intelligent, right-heart- 
ed, to write an apology, or minake an apolo- 
xy!

Wrongs against God and never apologized. 
I remark still further, that this resolu- 
tion of the text was founded in a feeling of 
home-sickness. I do not know how hong 
this young man, how many months, how 
many years he had been away from his 
father’s house; but thefte is something 
about the reading of my text that makes 
me think he was homesick. Some bof ) 
know what that feeling is. Far 
from home sometimes, surrounded by 
erything bright and pleasant—plenty of 
friends, you have said: “I would give the 
world to be home tcnight.” Well. this 
young man was homesick for his father's 
house. I have no doubt when he thought 
of his father’s house¢ he said: ‘‘Now, per- 
haps father may not be living.”’ We read 
nuthing in this story—this parable—found- 
ed on every-day life—we read nothing 
about the mother. It says nothing about 
going home to her. I think she was dead. 
[ think she had died of a‘ broken heart 
at his wanderings, or, perhaps he had gone 
into dissipation from the fact that he 
could not remember a loving and sympa- 
thetic mother. A man never gets over 
having lost his mother. Nothing said 
about her, but he is homesick for his 
father’s house. He thought he would just 
like to go and walk around the old place. 
He thought he would just like to go and 
see if things were as they used to be. 
Many a man after having been off a long 
while ‘thas gone home and knocked at the 
door, and a stranger has come. It is the 
old homestead, but a stranger comes to 
the door. He finds out father is gone, 
and mother is gone, and brothers and 
sisters all gone. | think this young man 
of the text said to himself, ‘Perhaps 
father may be dead.’ Still, he starts to 
find out. He is homesick. Are there anv 
here toda:® homesick for God, homesick 
for heaven® A _ sailor, after having been 
long on the sea, returned to ‘his father’s 
house, and his mother tried to persuade 
him not to go away again. She said, 
“Now, you had better stay at home. Don't 
£0 away. We don’t want you to gu. You 
will have it a great deal better here.” But 
it made him angry. The night before he 
went away again to sea, he heard his 
mother praying in the next room, and that 
made him more angry. He went far out 
on the sea, and a storm came up and he 
was ordered to very perilous duty, and 
he ran up the ratlines, and amid ine 
shrouds of the ship he heard the voice 
that he had heard in the next room. He 
tried to whistle it o.., he tried to rally his 
courage; but he could not silence the 
voice he had heard in the next room, and 
there in the storm and darkness he suid, 
“Oh, Lord! what a wretch I have been? 
What a wretch I am! Help me just now, 
Lord God.’’ And TIT thought in this as- 
semblage today there may be some who 
may have the memory of a father’s peti- 
tion, or a mother’s prayer pressing might- 
ily upon the soul, and that this hour they 
may make the same resolution I find in my 
text, saying: “I will arise and go to my 
father.”’ 

A lad at Liverpool went out to bathe, 
went out into the sea, went out too far, 
got beyond his depth and he floated far 
away.

the mourning arrived He knocked at the 
doer, the tather was overjoyed ‘and .the 
mother was overjoyed at the return of 
tae.r lost son. On, my friends, have you 
waded out too deep? Have you waded 
down into. sin? Have you waded from 
the shore? Will you come back? When 
you come back will you come in the rags 
of your sin, or will you come robed in tne 
Savior’s righteousness? | believe the lat- 
ter. Go home to your God today. He is 
waiting for you. Go home! 

Hut £ remark the characteristic of this 
resolution was, it was immediately put 
into execution. ‘the context says: “He 
arose and came to his father.”” ‘bhe trou- 
ble in nine hundred and ninety-nine times 
out of a thousand is that our resolutions 
amount to nothing, because we make them 
for some distant time. If I resolv# ‘to be- 
come a Christian next year, that amounts 
to nothing at aN. If t resolve at the ser- 
vice this day to become a Christian, that 
amounts to nothing at all. If I resolve 
after I go home today to yield my heart 
to God, that amounts to nothing at all. 
The only kind of resolution that amounts 
to anything is the resolution that is imme- 
diately put into execution. There is a man 
who had the typnoid fevit, he said: “On! 
if 1 could get over this ¢errible distress, 
if this fever should depart; if 1 could be 
restored to health, I would all the rest of 
my life serve God.’ The fever departed. 
He got well enough to walk around the 
block. He got weil enough to go over to 
business. He is well today—as well us he 
ever Was. Where is the broken vow? 
There ts a man who said, long ago: “If 
I could lite to the year 18%, by that time 
I will have my business matters all ar- 
ranged, and 1 will have time to attend to 
religion, and I will be a gwod, thorough, 
consecrated Christian.’’ The year 1896 has 
January, February, March, April 
—a fourth of the year is gone. Where is 
your broken vow? “Oh,” says some man, 
“I'll attend to that when I get my char- 
acter fixed up, when | get over my evil 
habits: 1 am now given to strong drink,’ 
or, says the man, “I am given to unclean- 
ness:”’ or, says the man, “I am given to 
dishonesty. When I get over my present 
habits, then I'll be a thorough Christian.” 
My brother, you will get worse and worse, 
until Christ takes you in hand, ‘“‘Not the 
righteous, sinners Jesus came to call.’ Oh, 
but vou say, “Il agree with you in all that, 
but I must put it off a little longer.”” Do 
vou know there were many Who. came 
just as near as you are to the kingdom of 
God and never entered it? I was at HMast- 
hampton, and I went into the cemetery to 
look around, and in that cemetery there 
are twelve graves side by side—the graves 
of sailors, This crew, Some years ago, in 
a ship went into the breakers at. Amagan- 
sett, about three miles away. My brother, 
then preaching at Easthampton, had been 
at the burial. These men of the crew came 
very near being saved. The people from 
Amangansett saw the vessel, and they 
shot rockets, and they sent ropes from 
the shore, and these poor fellows got into 
the boat, and they pulled mighavily for 
the shore, but just before they got to the 
shore the rope snapped and the boat cap- 
sized, and they were lost, their bodies at- 
terwards washed upon the beach.

‘Well, said 
Mr. Gr ffin, “‘then if you won't go home, 
l’ll get you a respectable position on a re- 
spectable ship.’ “‘No, ypu won't,’’ said the 
prodigal: ‘‘no you won’t. I am going asa 
private sailor: as a common sailor; that will 
plague my father most, and what will do 
most to tantalize and worry him will please 
me best.”” Years passed on, and Mr. Grif- 
fin Was seated in his study one day when a 
messenger came to him, saying there was a 
young man in irong on a ship at the dock-» 
a young man condemned to ceath—who 
wished to see this clergyman. Mr. Griffin 
went down to the dock and went on ship- 
board.

Pulpits Yesterday. 


LARGE CROWDS ATTENDED THE CHURCHES 


Programmes Rendered at the Different 
Places of Worship—How the 
Day Was Spent. , 


There could not have been a more beauti- 
ful day for,Kaster than yesterday. ; 

That the beauty of the day was appre- 
ciated was plainly shown by the immense 
crowds that thronged all of the houses of 
worship throughout the city and every ser- 
vice of the day attended in many 
places by congregations that filled all avail- 
able space of even the largest edifices. 

Long before the time for commencement 
ef services the worshipers began to pour 
forth from their homes bent churchward 
and the various streets of the city looked 
more like a pageant of spring celebration 
than a steady stream of churchgoers on 
their way to divine worship. 

The floral decorations in many of the 
churches were of a most beautiful descrip- 
tion and the artistic effects Seen in a round 
of the principal houses of worship were 
of a most beautiful character, blended, as 
they were, with the lights of myriads of 
candles and heightened by the clever ar- 
rangement of varied designs in different 
hues to complete the beauty of the scene. 
Stately palms reared their heads above the 
lilies, while maiden hair ferns filled in the 
background with their lacelike leaves, 
acting like screen before the altars. 

Through stained glass windows the rays 
of the noonday sun fell athwart interiors, 
lighting up the somber effects of the dark 
walls and~ glistening on the magpificent 
costumes of the maids and matrons attired 
as they were in most instances with the 
light and airy effects of spring and, sum- 
mer. 

Over all hung that impressive silence that 
ean be felt nowhere butin a house of 
worship and the sweet tone of the choirs 
spread a soothing ftnfluence that comes with 
rest and gladness after Lenten denials 
have passed away. > 

In many of the churches the music was of 
an exceptionally fine character, notably 
St. Luke's, where the surpliced choir of 
forty voices thrilled its hearers with the 
sweetness of its music and’ was the occa- 
sion of Many complimentary remarks. At 
Trinity, too, the music was. excellent and 
the many numbers discoursed. were greatly 
appreciated by all who had the opportunity 
to get in the ehurch.

Crowds poured from the churches all 
through the day. This was caused by the 
Variation of the many services, many of 
which lasted far into the afternoon. 

Through the day the sun shone over the 
city and when nightfall came it fell upon 
one of the most enjoyable Hasters expe- 
rienced in many years in Atlanta. 

At the First Methodist. 

From I Corinthians xv, 19: “If in this life 
enly we have hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable,”’ Dr. I. 5. Hopkins de- 
livered at the First Methodist churcn yes- 
terday morning a strong ana forceful ser- 
mon. 

The church was crowded even in the 
aisles and gallery and many were turned 
away. The music was especially appropri- 
ate and well rendered. | 

Dr. Hopkins explained that the text did 
not mean, as many were inclined to con- 
true it, that if we had only hope in this life 
then we are ef all men most miserable. 
This Was not the sizenificance, he said. It 
meant that iffenly in this material life we 
have hope of Christ, then are we most mis- 
erable. With this explanation of the text 
he entered into a tclling discussion, of the 
immortality of the soul, combining the 
foree Of scientific with scriptural facts, 
and showing that although apparently dis- 
tinct, certain facts of science sustained the 
strength of religion. 

‘It is an axiom,” he said, “that a truth 
‘$a a. truth, no matter where it appears, 
and the truths of science cannot contradict 
the truths of religion.” 

Referring to those who doubted the res- 
urrection of Christ and life hereafter he 
called attention to the continuity of matter, 
reciting the scientitic fact that no enerzy 
or force could be destroyed absolutely, that 
matter continued to exist. 

“If,” he said, “the grosser, the material 
part of our being is preserved, then how 
much more the reason for the eterfial pres- 
ervation of the better, the noblest part of 
our being.” 

Dr. Hopkins said that he was not an 
evolutionist, but this belief could be recon- 
ciled with religion and show the suprem- 
acy of the law of God. He then entered 
in stirring disquisition of his text, dis-

The flowers that grow and 
eda at springtide are rejoicing in the ris- 
en Lord. Christ is in evety soul, even tha 
blasphemous and wicked ones have hope in 
the living Christ. There is not a hope ot an 
upward thought of any soul that does not 
come from Christ. <All that is good in us, 
no matter when we feel it, or how we 
think it comes, geally comes from Christ. 

Christ's resurrection means man’s im 
mortality. The grave is not the home of 
man. The body may be lowered to its rest 
at such a spot, and there we see ther last. 
But we must not seek the living among 
the dead. The tenantless graves at the last 
day will be the triumph of man with Christ 
at last over death.

At the close of the service the sacrament 
of the Lord’s supper was administered. 

Easter at Trinity. 

The services at Trinity church yesterday 
morning besides being Easter” services 
were the first of a series of revival ser- 
vices t6 be continued for an indefinite 
time. 

The ehurch was taxed to its utmost to 
hold the large crowds that gathered and 
a large number of persons were compelled 
to stand. The music was appropriate and 
was rendered in a manner that completely 
charmed the congregation and reflected 
much eredit on the choir and organist. Mr. 
Roberts, the pastor, preached a sermon 
that, though it was not an Easter sermon, 
was nevertheless a magntficent one. It 
was delivered in that clear, distinct voice 
that is so characteristic of Mr. Roberts 
and was spoken in such an earnest and 
impressive manner that the whole atten- 
tion of his hearers was held to the end. 
“Mr. Roberts took his text from the fifth 
chapter of Ephesians, fourteenth verse: 
‘Awake, thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light.”’ 

Mr. Roberts stated at the beginning of 
his sermon that he would not preach a 
customary Easter sermon. The resurrec- 
tion of Christ, he said, was the greatest 
event in the history of the world and he 
thought that since the services yesterday 
began a revival mecting it would be 
more appropriate to preach a sermon alto- 
gether for the benefit of the unconverted 
sinner. The fact that it was Easter Sun- 
‘day caused him to choose the text. 

‘The rising of a sinner,” he said, “is in 
some respects like the rising of Christ. 
The sinner is dead spiritually before he 
rises aml asleep mentally to his sad 
condition and goes on day by day like a 
man walking in his sleep until death is at 
hand and it is too jate. 

‘it reminds me of something that I read 
some time ago. In a large city a woman 
was noticed by the passers-by on the top 
of a six-story Dbullding. She waiked from 
the center to the very edge and the slight- 
est movement in the wrong direction 
would have caused her to fall to the 
ground. A large crowd gathered to waich 
her and several ran up to catch her and 
keep her from falling. She was asieep 
and singipé some lively air all unconscious 
of her nger. She stood tor a moment 
on the very edge of the building, and her 
attention being attracted by a candle 
burning in a ‘building opposite, she sud- 
denly awoke and from the fright caused 
by her perilous position she leaped into 
the air. There was a scream, a deafened 
sound of some one falling and all was 
over. She was like hundreds of sinners 
all over this city, she was asleep—asleep 
to her danger and peril; she knew not 
that one false step would hurl 
eternity and when she realized the danger 
and-awoke to her position it was too late. 

“It may seem strange to say that this 
whirling, surging, struggling world is 
asleep; this world that is so full of life 
and movement. It is not asleep to fortune 
and pleasure, but it is asleep to its spirit- 
val condition and will some day awake to 
‘find that it is too late. 

“It is like the city that was to be 
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Sacked by an army and every man, 
man and child who did not know ihe 
pass word was to Be put to death. The 
army is at the gates, but they have not 
entered, so sleep on, They have battered 
dewn the gates but have not filled the 
streets, so sleep on. They: are marching 
down the streets, but sleep on; they are 
not at your door. They are at your door, 
but have net entered, so sleep on, They 
have entered and their steps can be heard 
On the stairway, but sleep on—sleep on, 
they have net entered your room. But 
they have entered your room and stand 
there gazing at you, but sleep on, dream, 
sweet dreams, the sword is not yet at your 
throat. The sword is at your throat, but 
sleep on, it has not yet pierced the flesh. 
But it has pierced the flesn and you awake 
only to die when you might have learned 
the pass word and ran shouting it through 
the streets and by this means saved 
others.” 

At this part of his sermon the preacher 
reminded one very forcibly of Sam Jones. 
lie leaned across the large Bible in*one of 
Mr. Jones’s favorite attitudes and pointed 
at the congregation with his forefinger 
While talking. It was noticeable all 
through his sermon that Dr. Roberts made 
‘gestures and stood in attitudes that were 
like Sam Jones. This -comes perfectly 
natural to Mr. Roberts and is not af- 
fected in the least. He has always spoken 
in that style, but it was never noticed 
that it was. like Sam Jones until that

In closing his sermon Mr. Roberts said 
that from beginning to end the Bible was 
one continuous cry of “Awake sleeper.” 
“That is what Christ died for; that is 
what preaching is for—to save you from a 
spiritual death.”’ 

The revival services will be at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon and at 7:45 o’clock in the 
evening, All are invited to attend. 

Easter at St. Luke’s.

On account of the beauty of the day a 
large crowd was present and the aggre- 
gation of beauty and fashion that attended 
the morrming service was a moving mass 


xentleman became so familiar to the peo- 
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sion of the resurre¢tion. In the first place 
he considered its Importance. Compared 
to this event all others fade into insig- 
nificance. The other miracles are weak 
and unimportant ‘when parallelled with this 
one A man once asked me if [ believed 
the whale swallowed Jonah? I replied I 
did. Knowing him to- be: skeptical and 
seeing a sneer on His lip, I asked him to 
disprove the resutrection.of Jesus Christ. 
But he, like all others, failed. This fact 
has been established. beyond the perad- 
venture of a doubt’.and is subetantiated 
by incontrovertible. evidence, The great 
host of skeptics and agnostics, who. deny 
all the fundamental principles of religion, 
have proved and acKnowledged their in- 
competency to refuté it. 

“While speaking on the subject many 
years ago.’ said Dr, Barnett, “I was in- 
strumental. in converting severAl young 
men who firmly adhered to the teachings 
of Ingersoll and had discarded the Chris- 
tian faith. 

“On Friday evening Christ was placed in 
the tomb, which was securely guarded by 
the Rorran soldiers, but when they went 
to seek Him on the Sabbath morn, they 
found the tomb empty and its seal broken. 
‘This is the climax in the Bible's history. 
Had Jesus remained in the sleep of death, 
Hiis words and works might have been 
Yost forever, and coming forth as He did, 
not only verified His life, but gave to His 
followers a hope that would last through- 
out the ages. Christ prophesied that He 


h would rise and even the Roman sentinels 


‘apprehended it. In the second place, the 
certainty of the .resurrection is clearly 
and unequivocally established. 

“The testimony bearing upon this point 
is complete and the proof is manifest and 
acknowledeged.”’ 

Lastly Dr. Barnett dwelt upon the re- 
sults of the resurrection; how it affected 
Christianity, and furnished .the last con- 
vincing link in the chain of sgivation. 

“A few days since I stood in the old 
burying ground of my ancestors in Vir- 
ginia,’ and noted graves that were mound- 
ed more than a hundred years ago; and 
While reviewing them in silence I thought 
of this Easter day and what it typified 
and that the occupants of those graves did 
not rise after the lapse of a certain time 
but will sleep in their narrow cells until 
the dawn of the judgment hour. 

“And I thought of my congregation and 


emphasized the fact that three kinds of 
life distinguished these three kingdoms and 
that growth depended on food and exer- 
cise. The spéaker showed that a death and 
burial were at the end of the kingdom of 
nature and grace, and that a resurrection 
followed the burial and was essential to the 
fullness of the new life. He then feelingly 
spoke of the resurrection of Christ and its 
meaning to the world and the hopelessness 
of the world without it, and closed with the 
following stanzas: 


‘*He is not here! Behold! He is not here! 
He broke the narrow bonds of His sealed 
prison; 
Lo! He hath conquered death 
For this the angel saith, 
“He is not here! The Christ has surely 
risen.”’

A buried heart hath broken sin’s dark 
prison;

Easter at the Cathedral. 

The anniversary of the resurrection of 
Christ was beautifully observed at St. 
Philip’s yesterday. The big auditorium 
was artistically decorated around the altar 
and organ loft with Easter lilies, cut flow- 
ers and palms. The cathedral was taxed 
almost to its utmost capacity at the three 
services and the different offices were per- 
formed in a beautiful and impressive man- 
ner. 

The day was ushered in by a celebration 
of the holy communion at7 o’clock. Dean 
Knight acted as celebrant, and the music 
wae furnished by a choir of ladies and gen- 
tlemen and was most effective. 

The service at 11 o’clock was the princt- 
pal event of the day. Bishop Nelson was 
the celebrant and preached a magnificent 
sermon, setting forth insuperable argument 
in favor of the resurrection of Christ. 
The music was furnished by the regular 
surpliced choir, consisting of -thirty men 
and boys under the direction of the choir 
master, Dr. Dodswell. The work of the 
singers was a revelation of the character 
of music that can be rendered by such tal- 
ent. The ensemble singing was remarka- 
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of color and effect, set off by the dark 
walls of the little edifice, presenting a 
picture that was impressive in the ex- 
treme,

DR. HAWTHORNE’S TALK. 


The Eloquent Divine Delivers a Lec- 
ture at the Y. M. C. A. 

The talk of Dr. Hawthorne yesterday af- 
ternoon at the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, was listened to by one of the 
largest crowds of men and boys ever as- 
sembied in that hall. 

The distinguished divine talked from? the 
subject, “How to Be What We Aspire to 
Be and What We Should Be.” His talk 
created great interest and was most at- 
tentively listened to. The music was 
furnished *by the Young Men's Christian 
Association orchestra and the regular choir 
of Trinity chureh, and was very fine. Af- 
ter the doctor closed his discourse many 
rose at his invitation for prayer. 

Following is what he said: 

“It is assumed that every man before 
me this afternoon aspires to success in 
whatever he attempts to do. It is assumed 
that he desires to make the most of him- 
self in the sphere of activity to which he is 
devoting his gifts and energies. Nothing 
is more painful to a man of true sensibili- 
ties than the consciousness that he is a 
failure in his chosen vocation, The profes- 
sor who cannot teach, the physician who 
cannot cure, the lawyer whose clients al] 
xo to the state’s prison and the doctor of 
divinity who cannot preach deserve our 
profoundest commiseration. 

‘Whatever is worthy of being done is 
worthy of being, well done. Let every man 
magnify his work. Let him aspire to the 
highest degree of success in whatever he 
undertakes. 1 would rather be a good ta!l- 
or than a poor lawyer. I would rather be 
an expert butler than an indifferent actor, 
and be pelted from the stage with potatoes, 
cabbages, cuspidors and eggs of donbtful 
quality. I would rather be a guccess as 
an organ pumper than a faflure as an or- 
gan player. I would rather distinguish my- 
self as a bootblack than be laughed at as 
a painter. I would rather succeed at pulling 
up stumps than fail at pulling out teeth. 
I would rather be an intelligent cobbler 
than an ignorant doctor. [ would rather 
drive a scavenger’s cart than disgrace a 
professor’s chair. I would rather be a 
peanut peddier than a srmall politician. 
Let every man choose a vocation «uited to 
his gifts and aptitudes, bring to it an un- 
divided mind and strength, and get out of 
it all the good that there is in it for him- 
self and for the great world about him. It 


i‘ should be the ambition of every man to 


build for himself a noble character, and to 


' go out of life with the consciousness of 


| having made some real and enduring contri- 


bution to the welfare of his fellow men. 


The man who has done this has not lived.

bronzed face; huge, hard hands and patch- 
| ed garments, winning his bread by swinc- 
ing a blacksmith’s hammer from early 
morn till night, who is as true a gentie- 


man as ever trod the soil of this planet. 


‘titude desirés to be a .generous man—a 
man free from envy, and always ready to 
recognize and applaud a fellow of superior 
merit. The devil is the father. of envy 
aS Well as ‘the father of lies,’ and he who 
is most envious of his fellows is most like 
the devil. Did you ever meet a man whose 
Master passion seemed to be a desire to 
deprecate everybody and everything? 
I have. I have met such a man in this 
city, and living clese to him is about as 
disagreeable as living next door to a 
pesthouse. Point out to him one who is 
beloved by the community for his puriiy 
and piety, and he will tell you that this 
admired and loved man is a ‘wolf in sheep's 
clothing.’ Express to him your admiration 
of some beok which you have just read 
and he will tell you that it is superficial 
anGg trashy. Tell him how vou have been 
thrilled by ihe eloquence of some orator, 
and he will declare that he is only a pla- 
Slarist, strutting before the world in ber- 
rowed plumage. Mention the name of the 
purest woman in thig state, and his. veno- 
mous tongue is ready to traduce her. if 
he is a physician, all other physicians in 
competition with him are quacks. if he 
is an editor, all other editors are shallow 
pates. If he is am artist, all painting but 
his own is: mere daubing. And if a man 
of such monumental meanness dare to call 
bimself a preacher, he would have you be- 
lieve that he is the only man in a hundred 
miles of you who can preach a decent 
sermcn. Like Milton’s tiend in Paradise, ‘He 
sees undelighted all delights.’ Whoever is 
great tn the eyes of other men he would 
belittle. Wheever is happy he would make 
miserable. Like the cuttle fish, he emits 
his black venom for the purpese of disturb- 
ing the pure and‘ peaceful waters which 
Surround his prosperous’ neighbors. 

“3. I assume that every one of you de- 
sires to be honest—honest in religion, in 
business, and even in politics. This is not 
impossible. It is an elevation in moral 
life to which thousands have attained. 
He who says that there is no such thing 
as an honest man is himself a knave. He 
who lights a candle at noonday to find an 
| honest man is himself a thief. The say- 
ing that ‘every man has his price,’ could 
have emanated only from a soul which had 
bartered its own birthright. There are 
men and women in the world today who 
can neither be bought off, nor flattered off, 
nor frightened off from what they believe 
to be the simple, immutable, and eternal 
right, 

“4.1 suppose that every man here de- 
Sires to do his duty. The fundamental 
idea of duty is the recognition of some- 
thing to be lived for beyond the 
mere satisfaction of self. That some- 
thing to be lived for is always at 
hand. In evéry moment of life there 
is a duty to be performed. Glad- 
stone says; ‘Duty Is something which rises 
with us in the morning, and goes to rest 
with us at night. It is co-extensive with 
the action of our intelligence. Jt is the 
shadow that follows us, go where we will, 
and leaves us only when we leave the light. 
of life.’ This abiding sense of duty is the 
basal prineiple of all true character. it 
is the one thing which, more than all 
else, holds a man up in the performance 
of noble and tofty deeda. ; 

‘. | am persuaded that @€yery man in 
this audience who knows what true Chris- 
tianity is, desires to be a Christian. To 
. a Christian is to have a redeemed 
soul and a redeemed life. By nature man 
is in bondage. He is condemned ahd 
under sentence of death. Sin means guilt, 
and guilt means divine conagemnation, and 
divine condemnation means separation 
from God and the vengeance of His eter- 
nal displeasure. When a man is enligit- 
ened by-God’s truth and spirit he real- 
izes that sin is a very serious matter, and 
Mevery feeling of his nature merges into 
a desire to be cleansed from it and to és- 
cape the direful consequences of it. 

‘Robert Ingersoll would tell you that 
what we call conviction of sin is only ‘a 
rightmars resulting from too much appe- 
tite ae too little digestion.’ It is impossi- 
ble fo conceive of a greater absurdity. 
Surely “ft was gomething more serions 
than nightmare which David experienced 
when he thought of his double crime of 
“adultery and murder, and erted out, 
‘Against Thee, Thee only, have I sinned, 
and done this evil in Thy sight.’ Verily. it 
Was something more than nightmare tbat 
moved Judas Iscariot to filng down. the 
price of his infamy in the temple and ex- 
claim: ‘I have sinned in that | have be- 
trayed the innocent blood.” No mere night- 
mare would have made him wild with re- 
morse, and driven him te the desperate 
uct of taking his own. life. It was some- 
thing more serious than the woes of indi- 
gestion that made a more honest infidel 
than Ingersoll exclaim upon his dying bed, 
‘My principles have poisoned friends; my 
extravagance has. beggared my child; my 


} unkindness and eruelty have murdered my 


wife; oh, God, is there yet another hell? 
But hell itself will be a refuge if it only 
hides me from my face.’ 

‘Every man in this audience desires to 
be a Christian, but how many of you have 
transmuted that desire into choice? How 
many of you have recorded on high an un- 
alterable vow of allegiance to Jesus 
Christ? It is not enough, my friend, that 
you recognize the truth and importance of 
the Christian religion. It is not enough 
that you give your intellectual assent to 
the doctrine that féstis Christ was divine, 
and that He’ came into the world to save 
sinners. It is not enough that you desire 
to be the recipient of His forgiving mercy 
and redeeming power. It is not enough 
that you look upon your saintly mother, 


| as 


and say, ‘Oh that 1 were such a Christian 
she!’ It is not enough that you look 
upon the pilgrim throng, journeying with 
songs of gladness on their lips to the land 
that is fairer than day, and say, ‘Oh that 
I were worthy to join them and to re- 
joiee with them in hope of the glory of 
God!’ It is not enough that you gather 
with the people of God in some sanctuary, 
on the Lord’s day, and listen respectfully to 
the voice of His living ministry and to the 
worship of His holy name. It is not enough 
that you contribute of your substance to 
the support of the Lord’s cause. You may 
have all these good feelings, and perform 
all of these noble deeds, and not choose to 
be a Christian. To become a Christian you 
must convert feeling into action. You 
must bow your neck to the yoke ot Christ. 
You must take His revealed will as the 
supreme ldw, and regulate your life by its 
holy requirements. You must become the 
servant of Christ, and bear meekly and 
patiently the burden which He lays upon 
every disciple. You must be his soldier, 
buckle on the harness of war, and get 
down into the thickest of the fight. You 
cannot be a gentleman unless you choose 
to be a gentleman, You cannot be a gen- 
erous man unless You choose to be one, 
You cannot be an honest man unless you 
choose to be one. You cannot be a disci- 
ple of Christ, a child of God, and an heir 
to the imperishable glory of heaven until 
you step out from the world and take your 
‘place beneath the Danner of the cross, with 
a determination as fixed as fate to live for 
“All of us are ¢compclled to admit that 
we have an animal nature. The cowardice 
of the wolf, the cunning of the fox, and

“Rut there is a Godward side to our 
nature. There is a point where moral

Dr. A. W. Lamar, of.Manchester, late 
of the First Baptist church of Galveston, 
Tox., preached from Dr. Hawthorne’s pul- 
put yesterday morning. His subject’ was 
the importance of persoral work. He used 
as his text the fourth chapter and sixth 
verse of Nehemiah: ‘*For the people have 
a mind to work.”’ 

“That is said of the building of the wall 
around Jerusalem,” said Dr. Lamar. “Hara 
had restored the temple to its pristine glory 
and splendor, but the wall had broken down 
and the city was subject to attack from 
without, and God and Israel were in dis- 
grace. Nehemiah was chosen as the lead- 
er in the work of rebuilding the wal. We 
have here an inspiring example of what 
leadership will accomplish. People afe 
largely what their leaders make them. The 
average human being is dependent on lead- 
ership. When Nehemiah set to work to 
rebuild the wall around Jerusalem he did 
not have a lot of common laboters to do the 
work, but grandees, lords, ladies and every 
class and condition of life in Israel toiled 
to help bulld that wall except one family, 
and the Lord blighted that family. 

“There never was a time when a united 
people with a right kind of leader could not 
accomplish anything they undertook. Now, 
here in this book of Nehemiah, {here are 
lessons which, after the lapse of yeara, [ 
can bring as fresh as morning wBlories and 
apply them to the everyday life of you peo- 
ple here. The most important thing Is per- 
sonal cffort. This is a time for it. Right— 
here in Atlanta there is not one who as 
not a friend that he might try to win to 
God. If all of you were just as united in 
your determination to win souls to Christ 
as the people of Jerusalem were to rebuild 
the wail of their eity, your efforts would be 
crowned with just as much success, The 
most difficult thing I have found is to get 
redeemed men and women to lend a help- 
ing hand to get others into the fold of 
Jesus. 

“It has pleased God to give to men the 
work of saving men’s souls. When He has 
some great revelation He sometimes sends 
an angel. Now, how many of you could 
stand the ministry of angels? Why, I find 
that some of my flock seem uncomfortable 
when I go around. Now, suppose you had 
angels. When God does send angels He 
send them like men, Wher He wanted to 
send me an eternal salvation what did He 
do? He sent my Lord Jesus, clothed in the 
flesh of a man, so that we might not fear 
Him, but could shake his hand just like oth- 
er men. 

“God must have fellow helpers to save the 
world. God knew that the poor eunuch 
whom Philip baptized, needed salvation, 
but He didn’t send an angel to save him. He 
selected Philip as the instrument. And 
when God saw that Saul was in distress He 
didn’t send an angel; He sent Ananias,

Mr. J. W. Gre@n, Mr. N. H. Matthews 
and Mr. R. M. Farrar are sitting as a 
board of arbitration on the part of the city 
and the Georgia Rallroad Compagy on the 
question of opening Borne street. A hear- 
ing ou the matter occurred at the city hall 
Saturday afternoon and another will be 


given this afternoon. 

The city desires to open the street across 
the railroad tracks and the question to be 
Settled by the board is in naming the dam- 
‘ages to the railroad company. A small 
plat of ground is to be condemned and the 
‘board will assess its value. 

The railroad company is represented by 
| Judge George Hillyer, of Hillyer, Alexan- 
‘der & Lambdin, and Ms general counsel, 
Major Cumming. The city’s interest is 
» being looked atter by Judge Anderson, 
‘city attorney, and Assistant City Attor- 
‘ney Westmoreland. 

Berne street is beyond the piano factory, 
near Oakland cemetery. Ht is to the right 
of the railroad tracks and if opened will 
epen another theroughfare to Decatur 
.sireet. The residents of the street are 
pushing the matter and are urging the 
board to condemn the property and open 
the street. 
i The arbitration board will look over the 
‘ground this morning and meet again this 
afternoon to hear from parties interested 
in the matter. A decision will probably be 
reached soon. 

To Widen Edgewood Avenue. 

The committee of the council has decided 
that the condemnation proceedings against 
the Beck & Gregg building, at the corner 
of Pryor sireet and Edgewood avenue, 
should not be stopped. The city is endeav- 
oring to have a corner of the building con- 
demned in order that Edgewood avenue 
can be made a uniform width. 

Ati a meeting of the committee held Sat- 
urday afternoon it was decided to report 
adversely on a resolution directing the city 
attorney to discontinue prosecution of the 
condemnation proceedings. Tne resoiution 
Was introduced at a meeting of the coun- 
cil recently and it was referred to the 
claims committee for investigation. The 
adverse report will be made to the council 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Morris, chairman; Mr. Culberson and 
Mr. Thompson constitute the claims com- 
mittee. Mr. Thompson offered the resolu- 
tion in the council and he favored ft before 
his committee. Mr. Morris and Mr. Cul- 
berson belicve that the building should be 
condemned and the street widened and 
they voted against the resolution. 

When Edgewood avenue was opened it 
Was made a uniform width from Peachtree 
street, except -at the junction of Pryor 
Street, Where the Beck & Gregg building 
Stands out a considerabld@ distance in the 
street. The city wants the corner of the 
building chipped off so that the street can 
be made the same width.

There is trouble in the Jewish syna- 
gosue on Decatur street near the police 
station. Just what brought about the dis- 
sention among the members of the church 
is not known. 

Last night the synagogue members held 
an election for president of the associa- 
tion. It seems that there was opposition 
to the winning ticket of a decided nature. 
So bitterly did the opposition fight the 
successful cand'date that the church be- 
came disorderly, necessitating the pres- 
ence of the police to quell the incipient 
riot. 

The synagogue, for the most part, is 
made up of the Russian and other Jews on 
Decatur street. A pawnbroker named Ap- 
pling on that street has been president of 
the church for some time. His term ex- 
pired last night and an election was held 
to elect his successor. 

Some of the church members are Op- 
posed to Appling, it seems, and they used 
means to defeat him last night. Failing 
in their effort a row of considerable pro- 
portions was started and the majority fac- 
tion sent for the police to maintain order. 

Officer Frank Whitley and others ran to 
the church hall and attempted to ascer- 
tain the cause of the trouble, but further 
than stated they could -learn nothing, the 
forsigners heing unable or having no 
inclination to speak English and tell about 
their trouble. Clubs were ‘waved in a 
eareless manner in warning anid the 
officers finally subdued the belligerents, 
restoring peace.

How Luna Is Supposed To Lord It 
Over the Affairs of the Earth. 


Irom The Boston Uerald. 

Seme notable cases of so-called 
blink. or moon blindness, were reported a 
few days ago, the victims being sailors on 
board the ship Kl Capitan, which had just 
returned to New York after a long crutse 
in Chinese and Japanese waters. Those 
men, we ore told, were in the habit of 
Iving on the deck at night, with their faces 
turned upward, and as a result were strick- 
en with temporary blindness. During the 
day time they could see nothing. This sin- 
gular affliction beset them as long as they 
remained in the warm countries. 

As to the cause or exact nature of this. 
disease no explanation is to be found in 
medical works. Sailors themscives believe 
that it is caused directly by the moon, -and 
many who have looked into this subject of 
lunar influence agree with them. Une 
thing is certain—moon blindness was recog- 
nized as a curious malady many years ayo, 
and by one, who evidently wrote after 
eareful consideration, Was attributed direct- 
ly to lunar influence. Martin, in his ‘‘Iiis- 
tory of the British Colonies,” a book pub- 
lished many years ago, says: 

“I have scen in Africa newly littered 
young perish in a few hours at the mother’s 
side, if exposed to the rays of the full 
moon; fish become rapidly putrid, and 
meat, if left exposed, incurable or unpre- 
servable by salt; the mariner, heedlessly 
sleeping On the deck, becomes afflicted with 
mystologia, or night blindness: at times 
the face is hideously swollen if exposed 
during sleep to the moon’s rays; the ma- 
niac’s paroxysms are renewed with fearful 
vigor at the full change, and the cold chill 
of the ague supervenes on the ascendency 
of this apparently mild yet powerful lumi- 
nary. Let her influence over the earth be 
studied; itis more powerful than is general- 
ly Known.” 

The author italicises this last sentence, 
showing how important he deemed it. And 
this man, be it noted, was not a-fortunc- 
teller, nor the seventh son of a seventh 
daughter, but a sober-minded historian and 
traveler, who gives us the results of his 
own experience. 

Influence on Health. 

Why he calls moon blindtess **tmyctolo- 
gia” is not clear. The word is not to be 
found in standard dictionaries, and the only 
explanation is that itis a misprint for “nye- 
talopia,” which is correctly derived from 
the Green, and egignifics damage to ihe 
eyes at nighttime. 

That the moon and sun have a boundless 
influence on the health of all persons born 
in this world cannot be denied. Indeed, it 
is claimed by those who have spent years 
in studying the subject that it is {mpossible 
for any person to dic unless the 
moon ‘s afflicted by some malignant pianct. 
The moon, afflicted in the sign of the Ram, 
invayiably affects the eyesight. There are 
certain fixed stars also which threaten the 
eyesight. A pereOn born when the mobdon 
is in conjunction wiih the Pleiaiecs, Piose- 
or Antares will very prebaubly receive 
to the eyes at some time cn 
lite.

But we Lceed not go to thr tropics in order 
f test the potency of the moon's intlu- 
ence. Here ‘s a simple experiment which 
any rerxaer can try: Take a quart of com- 
moa peas and divide fe into four parts, 
keeping each part separate. Then, when 
the season approaches, seicct any spot of 
ground which is at all tit tor vegetation, 
and sow the peas in four parcels as fol- 
lows: Those in the first parcel ou the first 
or second cay of the new moon, thase jin 
ihe second .purces near the same svot on 
the first or second day of the second quar- 
ter, those in the third varvcel on the second 
or third day before tne full moon, and 
those in the fourth parcel on the second or 
third day before the moon is out. Those 
Who have trmed the experment say that 
the peas in the irst parcel, sown under 
the new moon, will grow very fast, and 
will blossom tniyost beautifully, but will 
not Dear fruit; that those in the second 
will blossom and bear very little: 
those in the third will not onls blessom 
besivffully, but will also‘ bear fruit in 
abundance, and tlfat those in the fourth 
Wwitl searcely rise from the ground. A 
well known authority also informs us that 
“all fruit trees planted at the new moon 
blossom, but never bear fruit, while others 
planted three days before the full baar 
abundantly, and in pruning trees the same 
effects occur, for trees pruned at the new

Resurrection of Christ. 


The resurrection of Christ is the most 
signal and splendil evidence of ris di- 
virnity, It is the keystone in the arch of 
faith, as it is the most brilliant lominary 
in the constellation of Christian fostivals. 

A certain religious enthusiast, named 


Leb¢raux, once submitted to Talleyrand a 


project he entertained cf founding a new 
religion, and asked the French States- 
man's views as to the feasibility of the 
uncertaking. “You will certainiy  suc- 
ceed,” replied Tatleyrand, “and your name 
will go down with wiory to pesterity, if 
you fulfill the conditions which I propose.” 
“And what are they?’ eagerly inquired 
the visitor. “You must first suffer, ,be 
sccurged and cruciiied and then rise ori 
the third day. Do this, and vour success 
is assured.” This reply extinguished the 
zeal of the would-be reformer. The morki 
of the witty Frenchman's remark is that as 
Christ alone, after ente:ing the portals of 
the tomb, returned by His own power to 
life, He is without a rival. He alone has 
made good His ciaim to found a new fre- 
ligion and to merit the supreme acoratiou 
of mankind. 

Our Savior frequentiy predicted tn attes- 
tation of Hiis godhead that He would rise 
again the third day after His death. To 
those that demanded a proof of His divine 
mission He answered, ‘* ‘Destroy this tem- 
ple, und in three days 1 will raise it up.’ 
jut he spoke of the temple of His body.” 

To the seribes and pharisees who sought 
for a miracle as-an evidence that He was 
the Messiah He replied: “A wicked and 
adulterous generation seeketh a sign, and 
®% sign shall not be given it, but the sign 
ay Joras, the prophet. For, as Jonas was 

1 the bellv of the fish three days and 
three nichts, so shall the Son of Man tHe 
ia the heart of the earth three days and 
three nights.” 

hat chief 
clearly understood the 
Savior’s prediction Is manifest 
werds which they addressed iv Pilate 
after the crucifixion: “‘We ave remem- 
bered that the seducer suid, while he was 
yet alive: ‘After’ three Gays I will rise 
again.’ *’ 

in flis familiar conversation with His 
disciples our luord frequently and without 
any figure of speech fortold His resurrec- 
tion. On one of these occasions, “when 
they abode together in Galilee, He said 
tO them: “The Son of Man shall be be- 
treved into the hands of men, and they 
shall kill Him, and tne third day He shail 
rise again.’ 3 
That He rose again in fulfilment of these 
predictions is abundanily proved by the 
minost overwhelming testimony. He ap- 
pears after His resurrection to Magdalen, 
also to the women returning trom the 
monument; He manifests Himself to the 
two disciples going to lSémmaus; He ap- 
pears to Simon Peter alone; then to all 
the apostles except Thomas, and again 
to all*of them, Thomas included. After- 
wards He shows Himself to several of His 
disciples at the sea of Tiberias. He ap- 
pears to the eleven apostles in Galilee on 
the mount, where He had appointed to 
meet them. St. Paul testities that ‘He 
Was seen by more than 8&0 brethren at 
once.”” Lastly He was seen by the eleven 
aposties, in whose presence He ascended 
into heaven. 

It must be here noted that these mani- 
festations of our risen Lord are so pal- 
pable and so frequent as to leave ne pos- 
room for doubt or ecavil about the 
verity of His resurrection in the flesh. He 
does not presen! Himself - before His 
disciples as a spectral shadow. His visits 
are not the sudden and transient appari- 
tions of a disembodied spirit, He says to 
the incredulous ‘Thomas, in the presence 
of his brethren: “Feel with thy fingers 
the wounds in My hahds and ini My side.” 
A short time before He had gently re- 
proved the doubting apostles in these 
words: “See My hands and My feet, that 
it is I, Myself.* * * for a spirit hath not 
fiesh and bones as you see Me to have.”’ 
He continues to frequent ther company 
for forty days, conversing with them, in- 
structing them, eating and drinking with 
them, 

The resurrection of Christ rests on so sol- 
id-a foundation that ot is proclaimed by 
every Christian sect and heresy, as well as 
by orthodox Christians. 

The apestles were the principal witnesses 
of the resurrection. It is important, there- 
fore, that we should cons.der what estimate 
is to be formed or their character, what 
weight is to be attached to their testimony, 
what is their standing in the court of pub- 
lic opinion. 

The truth of Christ’s resurrection must be 
tosted by the ordinary evidence brought to 
bear in the examination of any historical 
fact. for most of our information we de- 
pend‘on the statements of others. : The 
vast majority of the people of the United 
States know only from hearsay ‘that suth 
cities os Peking and Paris exist. The 
Whole human race relies on the pages of 
history..for its belief that Caesar lived and 
that Tvwreconced flourished. 

We acéept the veracity of a narrative 
when eantirmed by a host of witnesses 
whose calm temperament gives no room to 
suspect the existence of a fervid imagina- 
tion or a credulous disposition—witnesses 
who are disimterested, who have. nothing to 
gain, but ¢verything to lose, by deception. 
Now, such are the characteristics of ihe 
Witnesses of the resurrection. 

The apostles cannot be charged with an 
blind fanaticism 
or imbecility. They were plain, blunt men, 
slow of belief, cautious and calculating. 
were, indetd, rude and illiterate, but 
were possessed of strong common 
and Were endowed with a temper: of 
mind which best qualified them fo judge of 
a matter of fact like the resurrection. We 
are not accustomed to select our juries

chiefly or exclusively from the learned pro- 


fessions, but from men of sound judgment, 
without regami to their literary attain- 
ments. We cannot, therefore, suppose that 
the apostles were the victims of hallucina- 
tion or deception in preclaiming the reality 
resurrection, 

Nor can they be susvected of imposing on 
the creGulity of their hearers. They had 
nothing to gain by decéivinge tue public, 
and everything to lese;\ for their earthly 
lot was a hard one-—Rhey could truly 
Say: “If in this life omly\ we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able.” “Jor, God hath set forth us Anos- 
tles, the last, as ft were, men appointed 
te death, 7 * Iiven unte this hour we 
both hunger and thirst. and are naked, 
and are buffeted, and have no fixed abode. 
And we labor, working with our owa 
hands; we are reviled and we bless: we 
are nersecuteld and we suffer it: we are 
blasphemed and we entreat: we are made 
as the refuse of this world.” 

Now these same men had as strong a 
belief in the resurrection of Christ as they 
had in their own existence. They regarded 
this event as the crowning mirac'e and the 
foundation stone of Christian faith. In 
their sermons they lay special stress on 
this fact as an all-sufficient decisive evi- 
denee of the civinity of the Christian re- 
ligion. They are w ling to submit th's 
trutii as a crucial test case, to determine 
whether Christianity should stand or fall, 
and whether they are to be pronounced 
in‘posters or heaven-sent messengers. “If 
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| Christ be not risen again then is our 


preaching vain, and vain also is your 


| faith. Yea,-and we are found false wit- 


nesses of God, becausese we have given 
testimony against God that He hath rats- 
ed up Christ.” ’ . 

They wrought miracles for the express 
purpose of vindicating the truth of the 
resurrection, and, consequently, of putting 
beyond all doubt the claims of Christignity 
to the acceptance of mankind. Peter and 
John on entering the beautiful gate of the 
temple restore to health a man who had 
been lame from his birth, and they profess 
to perferm that miracle by the power and 
in the name of their risen Lord. 

If civilized nations accept the verdict of 
twelve jurymen as the most approved und 
equitable mode of deciding questions oi the 
greatest moment, how can we dispute tue 
unanimous testimony. of twelve apostolic 
witnesses, who say with their eyes, heard 
with their ears and touched with ir 
hands the risen Lord; who devoted 
life to the promulgation of this 
who preached it not in obscure corners, 
but in Jerusalem itself less than two 
months after the event had occurred; who 
converted thousands of hearers that had 
ample opportunities of testing the correct- 
ness f their declaration; who suffered 
stripes and imprisonment rather than deny 
it, and, finaily, sealed their testimony with 
their blood? 

The two great modern antagonists of the 
dogma of the resurrection are Renan and 
Strauss. Renan, while reluctantly conced- 
ing that Jesus died on the cross, asserts 
that Magdalen was the dupe of a fervid 
imagination in declaring that she saw the 
Lord. He seems to forget that she was but 
one witness among hundreds of others who 
had beheld Him under a variety of cir 
cumstances. The faith of Renan’s youth 
and carly manhood and the skepticism of 
his latier years seem to keep up an unequal 
struggle in his breast. Hence, his state- 
ments-and theories are a jumble of contra- 
dictions. He blows hot and cold in the 
same breath. On the same page he ele- 
vates and depresses our Savior. He bias- 
phemes while praising Him; and, like Ju- 
das, he betrays his once acknowledged 
Lord with a kiss of profuse panegyr‘e. 
While we are admiring the delicious flow- 
ers of rhetoric which he lays at the feet of 
the Messiah, we tind them suddenly with- 
ered by the breath of his malevolent cyii- 
cism. 

Strauss, unable to convert the cumula- 
tive evidence of our Savior’s manifestation 
after His crucifixion has recourse to the 
desperate expedient of denying His death 
on the cross, Ne preiends that our Lord 
when taken down from the cross was ina 
state of syncope, from which He after- 
ward rallied. But this objection is scarcely 
worthy of serious consideration. The death 
of Christ is minutely described by the four 
evangelists, including John, who was an 
eve witness of the scene. 

No one in his senses has ever disputed 
the fact that Caesar was slain in Rome 
nineteen centuries ago. Now, the death 
of our Savior is corroborated by human 
evidence as strong as that which records 
Caesar’s assassination. 1t was a public and 
notrious execution, occurring in Jerusalem, 
which then contained a pepulation of over 
two hundred thousand inhabitants. «It was 
superintended by Roman officials and 
witnessed by an immense concourse of by- 
standers and enemies, His death was open- 
lv and exultingly aecknow!edged by His ad- 
versaries; it was disputed by none of them. 
The tomb in which He lay was guarded by 
Roman soliders, as well as by the emis- 
saries of the high priests. 

And, surely,‘those zealots, whose minds 
were sharpened by malice, and who dis- 
played so much ingenuity and _ Vigilant 
geal in compassing our Redeemers s arrest 
and death warrant, would not allow their 
friendless victim to escape their hands till 
they were assured that life was extinct. 

Thus we see the resurrection of Christ 
attested by two incontrovertible facts; 
namely, the certainty of His death, fol- 
lowed by His living, visible manifestation 


in the flesh. — A

TRIBUNAL OF PEACE. 


Giobons and Other Cardinals Want To 
Build Sentiment Against War. 

Baltimore, April 5.—His eminence, Cardi- 
ral Gibbons, has made public en appeal, 
bBigned by the Amerift: rish and English 
cardinals, in behalf o ermanent tribr- 
nal of arbitration with the effect of creat- 
fng new guarantees for peace throughout 
the world, as a substitute for war. 

Bhe appeal is the resnit of a joint confer- 
ence in which Cardinal Gibbons, Cardinal 
Logue and Cardinal Vaughan have {for 
geome time been engaged. The conclusions 
arrived at by their eminences are as folk 
icws: 

“We, the undersigned cardinals, repre- 
sentatives of the Prince of Peace and of the 
Cathbolie church in our respective countries, 
invite all who hear our Voices to co-oper- 
ate in the formation of a public opinion, 
which shall demand the establishment of a 
petmanent tribunal of arbitration, as 
yational substitute among the English- 
speaking races for a resort to the bloody 
arbitrament of war. 
~ “We are well aware that such a project is 
beset with practical difficulties. We be- 
lieve that they will not prove to be insu- 
perable if the desires to overcome them be 
genuine and general. Such a court exist- 
ed for centuries when the nations of Chris- 
tendom were united in one faith. And have 
we not seen nations appeal io that samé 
court for its judgment in our own day? 

‘The establishment of a permanent tribu- 
mal, composed maybe/,of trusted repre- 
sentatives of each s@vereign nation 
power to nominate jugges and umpires ac- 
cording to the nature of the differences 
that arise, and a common aceeptance of 
general principles detining and limiting the 
risdiction and subject of matter of such 
a tribunal. would create new guarantees for 
peace that could not fail to influence the 
whole of Christendcem. 

“Such an international court of arbitra- 
tion would forrn a second tine of defense, to 
be called into requisition only after the or- 
dinary resources of diplomacy had been ex- 
hausted. {It would at least postpone the 
outbreak of hostilities until reason ant 
common 
their last word. 

This is a matter of which the constitu- 
tion and procedure musi be settled by gov- 
ernments. But as governments are be- 
coming more and more identified with the 
aspirations, and molded by the desires: of 
the people, an appeal in the first instance 
must be addressed to the people.

tention of the gwovernor to see the place. 
Since then they havb been at work fixing 
for bis coming. A military company, not 
yet enlisted, has already been organized, 
and theré is a brass band of well-trained 
musicians. It is this organization which 
will grect the advent of the governor.

march as an escort to him. 

It has been the intention of the gov- 
erncr for some weeks to make the trip 
to the colony and get a truthful idea of the 
condition and prospects ‘there. It has 
been said that the colony was not found- 
ed upon a substantial basis: that there 
was nothing thera upon which the people 
could subsist; that the 8.000 people there 
had been duped by scheming speculators. 
The governor had heard gloomy reports of 
the condition of things there. 

Upon the other hand it was said that the 
hnew comers were well pleased with the 
place; that the prospects were most pleas- 
ing; that they had found greater resources 
there than they had ever expected. This 
Was ‘substantiated by the testimony of 
those who came to Atlanta to attend the 
session of the G. A. R. Those who had 
said the colony was a failure said that 
it was natural for these people to boost 
up the place as they had spent all their 
money there, invested in property and 
were forced, under the circumstances, to 
stay whether or not. ° 

All of this conflicting testimony has 
been taken into consideration by the gov- 
ernor. When an invitation came to him 
to make the trip he did not hesitate to 
accept Fk He wished to see for himseif 
the real nature of thinga there, and with 
this idea in view more than anything else, 
consented to make the trip. State Bchool 
Commissfoner Glenn had also urged him 
to visit Fitzgerald, as the condition of 
things there in an educational line were 
peculiar. The regular appropriation from 
the State to Irwin county for this year 
Was based upon the last census. It was 
adequate to meet the demands of the reg- 
ular inhabitants of the county, but the 
sudden swooping down of 5,000 or 9,000 
people and the appearance of about 3,000 
more school children caused the older in- 
habitants to open their eyes.
